Description of the Building. 

The most famous of the California missions 
are to a certain extent reproduced in the 
building. The main fagade isa reproduction 
of the old mission at Santa Barbara, and the 
other facade recalls the buildings in San Luis 
Rey and San Luis Obispo. The material used 
is staff and plaster, and the idea was to haveit 
look as much like an adobe building as possi- 
ble. Eight belfries help to emphasize the 
mission idea in the building. The building 
hasa clear story and about the dome is a 
Spanish roof garden used as a café. 

In the building are fruits in profusion from 


Southern California, grapes from the north- 


ern part of the State, samples of woods, of 
minerals, and also of the manufacturing in- 
dustries of the State. Probably. the most in- 
teresting thing in the building to the ordinary 
visitor is the statue in bronze of James Mar- 
shall, who first discovered gold in 
California in 1848. The identical nug- 
get which he picked up, and which 
served to bring thousands of gold-hunters 
from every part of the world to the Pacific 
slope, is shown in a glass case near the ped- 
estal. A date palm occupies the place of 
honor directly under the great dome., 

The second floor contains exhibits quite as 
interesting as those below. Around the 
balustrade of the rotunda on the second floor 
are oddly shaped branches of oak, 
manznida, and other California stunted trees 
from which the moss is yet hanging. The 
posts are ornamented with palm leaves and 
with the bark of the palm, to make 
them look like growing trees. Palms and

Says He Has Never Hidden a Copy of

„Close up this exhibit because the Fair is 
to be open Sunday? Not much. That isn't a 

good missionary spirit.“ 

Thomas Denby, the white-haired represent- 
ative of the American Bible Society at the 
Exposition who presides over its pavilion in 
the northwest corner of the gallery in Manu- 
factures Building. made this statement yester- 
day. Then he proceeded to say some other 
things about Sunday opening. 

„T've been fighting a battle of my own 
along that line, he went on. The people 
in New York were rather in favor of hanging 
a curtain over these shelves Sunday and put- 
ting up a closed sign. But I told em that I 
never had veiled a Bible from eyes that hank- 
ered after a sight of it yet, and that at my 
time of life I wasn’t going to begin. I said 
that I guessed this exhibit had better stay 
about this way seven days in the week. And 
that is what ig to be done. There will be no- 
body ih charge, but people can come in here 
and study these good books just as much as 
they want to on the Lord’s day. It won’t do 
em any harm, I hope.“ 

There are other exhibiters in that portion of 
the gallery who are interested in the Sunday 
opening question. The Methodist Book Con- 
cern’s pavilion has not disappeared, in spite 
of the strong Methodist feeling in favor of 
closed gates one day in the week and Bishop 
Merrill’s statement that all exhibits over 
which that church has. control will be with- 
drawn. There was noone in charge there 
yesterday, but in the attractive pavilion oceu- 
pied by the Methodist Episcopal Church dis- 
play and that of the Epworth League a young 
woman and a man were hanging curtains and 
putting books in place, When questioned on 
the subject of withdrawal of the exhibit they 
smiled significantly. 

Methodists Are “Not Asleep.” 

% know Bishop Merrill very well,“ said 
the young woman, and I don’t believe he ad- 
vocates boycotting the Fair on account of 
Sunday opening any more than I believe that 
the Methodist exhibits will be withdrawn. Of 
course I cannot speak officially. Wehave had 
no instructions, but my impression is that 
things will go on just as they have these last 
four Sundays. Our exhibit will close for the 
day only.“ 1

TIME IN THE ORIENT AND OCCIDENT. 


Clocks in the Terminal Station, Except 
That of Paris, Attending to Business, 
With a single exception all of the twenty- 
four new clocks in the terminal station were 
attending strictly to business yesterday. The 
exception was the timepiece that is supposed 
to tell just what time it is in Paris. It seemed 
to be unable to keep up with the procession, 
for while the Chicago clock was ticking away 
at 3:30 o’clock, with New York an hour in 
the lead and London running still five hours 
better to the advance into the future, Paris 
was sulking along recording the same time 
that was on the dial of the Gotham regulator, 
while, according to good chronological form, 
it should have had a trifle of a lead over Lon- 
don. 
starting of the clocks and their progress 
have Wecome one of the most interesting feat- 
ures of the terminal station, and thousands 
of visitors daily crane their necks to compare 
their own timekeepers with those.on the walls 
of the station, which give the hour of the day 
in the following great cities around the globe: 
New York, London, Chicago, Paris, Madrid, 
Reykiavik, Stockholm, Berlin, Rome, Cairo,

The time of the clocks is .supposed to be 
regulated by United States Observatory time, 
and the company which has promoted the en- 
terprise expects to perfect all the clocks and 
their connections so that the exact time in all 
parts of the world can be learned at any time 
by a visit to the terminal station. 

FALLS FROM MANUFACTURES ROOF. 
Instant Death of a Painter Who Was 
Stretching Wire Screens. 

James Thornton fell from the roof of the 
Manufactures Building yesterday morning 
and was instantly killed. Thornton was a 
painter and was employed in putting up wire 
screens immediately beneath the roofing glass 
in the center aisle. He was suspended on a 
swinging scaffold formed only of a single 
plank, and though 130 feet from the ground 
he disdained to use a life line. As he worked 
he was suddenly seen to stagger slightly and 
make a wild attempt to clutch one of the side 
ropes of his scaffold. He missed it and the 
next instant was lying a shapeless mass on the 
pavement beneath. His fellow workmen say 
that the heat of the sun was terrific just under 
the roof and think that Thornton may first 
have been overcome by it.

Prrrssura, Pa., June 19,—[Special.}—The 
Oil Well Supply company, one of the most 
extensive corporations in Pennsylvania, to- 
day went into the hands of a receiver, The 
corporation is capitalized at $1,500,000 and 
its assets aggregate $2,500,000. The total 
indebtedness is placed at $1,100,000, The 
debt is pressing and cannot be met and to 
save a sacrifice of the assets by forced sales 
and disintegration of the numerous fa¢toriés 
and works and preserve the whole plant as a 
unit the appointment of a receiver was de- 
cided upon. 

The principal offices and iron and pipe mill 
of the company are lovated in Pittsburg. 
They also have foundries and shops ja Oil 
City, Bradford, and other places, and own 
property in New York, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
and West Virginia as well as in Pennsylvania. 
They employ over 1,500 clerks. 

The proceedings were taken this afternoon 
before Judges Acheson and Buffington in the 
United States Cireuit Court.

The company, which was formerly d part- 
nership association, was incorporated March 
19,1891.

RECEIVER FOR CASSELL COMPANY, 


Publishing House in Difficulties Through 
the Acts of Its President, 

Nxw Yorx, June 19.—Justice Lawrence of 
the Supreme Court has appointed Henry J. 
Braker receiver of the Cassell Publishing com- 
pany in an action brought by H. 8. Archer, 
director and former Vice-President, on alle- 
gations that it has become insolvent. The 
company’s financial condition is attributed to 
its President, Oscar M. Dunham, floating 
notes for his own obligations. 

The application for the appointment of a 
receiver was made by Gen. B. F. y, as 
counsel for the company, Austin B. 
Fletcher of No. 29 Broadway, who is attorney 
for many of the creditors. 

Henry J. Braker, the receiver appointed, 
qualified in a bond of $160,000. r. Braker 
was also appointed by Vice-Chancellor Van 
Fliet during the day the receiver of the com- 
pany in New Jersey. 7 

Lawyer Fletcher said this evening that the 
outstanding notes of Dunham aggregated 
$180,000. He also stated that the company’s 
assets were about equal to the liabilities. Expert 
Accountant Sargent will at once begin an ex- 
amination of the books. nham has not 
been seen since last Thursday morning. He 
is believed to have used the money largely in 
land speculations.

Julius Stern’s Words. 


Julius Stern, Chairman of the Congress on 
Building and Loan Associations, spoke sub- 
stantially as follows:

Owing to the withdrawal of more than $320,000 
of deposits and notices of over $150,000 intended 
withdrawal maturing in a few days and also to 
its inability to realize quickly upon its assets on 
account of the stringency of the times the Bank 
of New Hanover has been forced to make an as- 
signment to Junius Davis in the interest of all 
concerned. Depositors will receive dollar for 
dolar and the business will be wound up as rap- 
idly as possible. W. L. Sutrn, Cashier. 

The general belief here is that the above 
statement is fair and honest. The assets are 
estimated at $1,250,000; the liabilities, 
$800,000. All unpaid collections of the Bank 
of New Hanover have been turned over to the 
Wilmington Savi and Trust company for 
remittance. The closing of the bank was fol- 
lowed by a run on the Wilmi n Savin 
and Trust company, and the bank was crowd- 
ed with depositors. The bank is paying full 
amount on all deposits of $90 or under and 
$90 on all larger deposits. No depositor un- 
der this rule can draw over $90 without thirty 
days’ notice. Confidence was inspired by the 
official assurance of J. W. Atkinson, Presi- 
dent, and H. Walters, Vice-President, that

JOHN CRERAR’S LIFE AND WORK. 


Fertune Accumulated in Chicago—Those 
Who Contested the Instrument. 

On account of its munificent bequest of 
more than $2,000,000 for the establishment 
of a library in this city the people of Chi- 
cago have felt a direct interest in the Crerar 
will. John Crerar was born of Scotch parents 
in. New York City in 1827. In 1862 he came 
ta Chicago, becoming the senior partner of 
the firm of Crerar, Adams & Co. He was 
known as one of Chicago’s foremost 
citizens, and was concerned in several 
of its enterprises and charitable 2222 
Mr. Crerar died Oct. 19, 1889, and his will 
was admitted to probate Nov. 14 of the same

For two years several alleged heirs on the 
father’s side, in Canada and Scotland, who 
were entirely unknown to John Crerar, have 
been contesting the will in the endeavor to 
oppose some of the bequests, including that 
of the library. The case was first heard by 
Jadge Tuley, who sustained the validity of the 
will in its entirety. An appeal was taken to 
the Appellate Court, but Judge Tuley’s deci- 
sion was affirmed. Again the contestants 
s@ught through a higher court to break the 
will, but the Supreme Court now confirms 
the legality of the decisions of the other 
courts. Concerning this last decision Judge 
Tuley said lust evening:

THE FAIR AS AN INVESTMENT. 
Tux Tarpunez said some days ago that this 
city would get back every cent it had invested 
in the Exposition, even though the receipts did 


floating debt there might be, the debenture 
bonds, and the sum to be refunded to the Gen- 
eral Government, leaving nothing over to be 
applied for the reimbursing of stockholders. 
This same view of the case is taken by Mr. 
Chauncey Depew, who is a good business- 
man as well asa pleasing after-dinner speak- 
er. Looking at the matter broadly, as befits 
the President of a great railroad, he says: 

The effect upon Chicago is to be of a commer. 
cial and business value so great that if the whole 
of the present investment by the city and its citi- 
zens was sunk and lost it would for the future of 
the city and its business position be the best in 
vestment that any town ever made. 

He estimates that there will be in this city 
during the next four months at least 200,000 
persons each day spending not less than $5 
per diem. That means a total expenditure dur- 
ing those months of $120,000,000, paid out 
for lodgings, for meals, transportation within 
the city, and purchases in the shops. But for 
the Exposition there would not have been the 
crowd or the expenditure, and those who pro- 
vide for the wants of guests would not have 
made their profit off that expenditure of 
$120,000,000. 

This outlay of money, large as it is, and 
generally diffused as it will be, is the least of 
the benefits of the Fair, which has made the 
name of Chicago known throughout the 
world, It has brought and is bringing here 
hundreds of thousands of persons who would 
not have come at all otherwise, and who, dur- 
ing their stay, be it brief or long, will learn 
more of the city and acquire more confidence 
in its future than from all thaß might have 
been printed in the papers about the place. 
They will not merely spend a little money 
here now but they will make investments 
here. They will go into business here. They 
will move their factories here. The manu- 
facturing and commercial interests of Chica- 
go will both know vastly increased prosperity 
as the result of the Exposition. 

The success of so grand an enterprise will 
create credit abroad and confidence at home. 
Chicagoans having done so much will feel 
with reason that there is nothing which they 
cannot do. Having learned that they can ex- 
cel in other things than handling grain or 
pork, they will widen the sphere of their ac- 
tivities. Their self-reliance and their ambi- 
tion will be stimulated, and they will enter 
with assurance of success on enterprises from 
which they would have hitherto drawn back 
with hesitation. They promised that they 
would give an Exposition which should over- 
top the Paris one. Few believed thbm in Eu- 
rope and there were many doubters in Amer- 
ica. Hereafter when they say. that they in- 
tend to do anything the world will believe 
them, for they have established their credit. 

So even if of the five millions subscribed by 
the city and the larger sum subscribed by pri- 
vate stockholders not one cent should ever be 
repaid to them, the money would not be lost. 
It would be invested and would pay to the city 
and its people better and greater returns than 
they could have secured had they used twice 
or thrice the sum in any other way. 


HE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. 

e e — ob the 
Norte American Review contains an article 
by the Hon. W. Bourke Cockran which is the 
clearest and ablest exposition of the subject 
that has yet appeared from the pen of a Con- 
gressman. The writer demonstrates clearly 
that unless the Sherman act is repealed, and 
that soon, a slump to the silver light-weight 
dollar basis of currency is inevitable. He 
shows that there is no compromise ground be- 
tween honest money men and the Blandites, 
and that unconditional repeal is the only 
remedy for the existing financial stringency 
which has brought us dangerously near to a 
panic condition. He explains why the Bland 
dollar of 1878 was maintained at par for a 
dozen: years, but shows that eventually it 
would have goné down to its bullion value— 
when a larger quantity was emitted than 
could be absorbed—and he points out that the 
Sherman act is precipitating the result which 
the Biand avt was working out more slowly, 
the root of the evil being the artificial over- 
valuation of the silver dollar. 

Mr. Cockran says that while the Treasury 
notes are made payable in coin, which mani- 
festly means in gold or silver coin,“ the 
statute requires the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to maintain the parity between gold and 
silver (on the basis of 16 to 1, or at some 
other ratio which may be fixed by law in the 
future), and that in order to obey this provis- 
ion of the law he is bound to redeem them in 
gold “ or in an amount of silver equivalent to 
their face value in gold.“ The last quoted 
words are nota statement of the law but of 
what ought to be the law. If the Secretary of 
the Treasury exercises his option to redeem in 
silver he can do so only in silver dollars. He 
has no authority to pay out a gold dollar’s 
worth of silver bullion for each dollar named 
on the note presented for retlemption, nor to 
redeem with any quantity of silver bullion. 
He is strictly limited to gold coin or to stand- 
ard silver dollars, each of which contains 
87114 grains of pure metal and is commer- 
cially worth about 6444 cents. The Windom 
idea that a dollar’s worth of silver should be 
paid for a dollar was not acceptable to a ma- 
jority of the Senators, and that fact was 
the reason why the Sherman compromise act 
was made a law. But here is the dilemma. 
If the Secretary should venture to tender the 
standard silver dollars in redemption of the 
Treasury notes he would knock the currency 
of the country down to the 64 cent dollar 
basis, and that instanter. On the other hand, 
his little stock of gold is wasting away. It is 
barely equal to the redemption of two years’ 
issue of Treasury notes and is not being added 
to by the payment of a single dollar in gold 
for government dues. The fiscal statement 
of Jan. 1, 1893, shows five months ago there

And the government is holding up all this 
mass of circulating currency with only about 
$90,000,000 of available gold. 

But what of the $38109,000,000 in green- 
backs outstanding at the beginning of this 
year? Can they be redeemed also in light 
weight silver dollars at the option of the gov- 
ernment? If so, the silver paper then out- 
standing exceeds 762 millions of notes, mak- 
ing eight dollars of paper to one of gold 
pledged for the specific redemption of some 
of it and equally pledged to maintain all the 
rest at par with gold. Is itany wonder that

The “ resumption act” 
of July 14, 1875, authorizes the

referred to makes such bonds radeema@ble in 
“coin.” It makes no reference to payment 
in gold, except the provision that thé excess 
beyond 25 per cent of the gold deposited with 
the Secretary of the Treasury may be applied 
at his discretion to the redemption of the 5-20 
bonds: It must be admitted that the power 
to borrow gold at not less than par on coin 
bonds is problematical if the holders of the 
gold have serious doubts the bonds will be 
paid at maturity in depreciated silver dollars. 


THE CRERAR WILL SUSTAINED. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of this 
State sustaining the Crerar will in all its pro- 
visions affirms the decisions of Judge Tuley 
and of the Appellate Court and leaves the 
trustees free to carry out the charitable be- 
quests. The litigation affected only Sertain 
bequests—namely: those to the Second Pres- 
byterian Church and missions, to the Bible 
Society, Chicago Literary club, to the erec- 
tion of a monument to Lincoln; and to the 
erection and support of the John /Crerar Li- 
brary. Other bequests not affected by the 
suit and amounting to $1,600,000 have been 
paid. The bequests to the church and mis- 
sions are $200,000, tothe Bible Society $25,- 
000, to the literary club $10,000, and for the 
monument $100,000. When these sums, ag- 
gregating $335,000, have been paid, as they 
will be at once, the residue of the pstate, 
amounting probably to over $2,500, 009, will 
be devoted to the construction of the Hbrary 
and its maintenance, 

The people of Chicago will ena the 
trustees, and may well congratulate them- 
selves, that the effort of distant relatives, 
most of them living in other countries and 
unknown to Mr, Crerar himself, fo break the 
will and divert the bequests to their benefit 
has now for the third and last time been de- 
feated, and that nothing can stand in the way 


of carrying out the generous provisions of the 


will. While the church societies and literary 
associations will rejoice that they are to be 
beneficiaries, the whole people of the city will 
rejoice even more enthusiastically that the 
Lincoln memorial will be erected and that 
they will have the benefit of another free li- 
brary amply endowed. It is generally wnder- 
stood that the John Crerar Library will be 
located somewhere in the South Division near 
the center of population, and that, like the 


Newberry, it will be a free reference library. 


This will give to the city four great libraries— 
the Public, which meets the general wants of 
the people, the Newberry, the Chicago: Uni- 
versity, and the John Crerar. No other city 
in the United States can make such a book 
showing as this which shortly will be made by 
this youngest of cities. Already it is dawning 
upon the vision of the effete East that Chicago 
jis not given over altogether to material pur- 
suits, and that it is challenging them in music, 
literature, and the arts. The new library will 
emphasize this impression. When completed 
Chicago will stand at the head of all Ameri- 
can cities as a library and educational center, 
and the new library will be a noble monument 
to the memory of the generous and public- 
spirited testator. 


THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. | 

Though the German election is now four days 
old it is still impossible to ascertain the po- 
litical status of the new Reichstag. All that 
can be stated now is that the Social Demo- 
crats have gained largely, especially in Ber- 
lin and the large cities, that Eugen Richier’s 
Radicals well-nigh have been wiped out, that 
the Clericals areas strong as they were be- 
fore, and that the government seems ti be 
holding its own. Of the 215 members elect- 
ed it is estimated 101 will vote for the army 
bill and 114 against it, Whether the gowern- 
ment can overcome these odds now must de- 
pend upon the results of the second elections 
which must be held in 181 districts. Under 
the German election law those candidates who 
fail to receive a majority on the first ballot 
mustrun in a second election, when it only 
will be necessary to score a plurality of the 
vote cast. This second election will occur on 
the 24th inst., though it possibly may be de- 
ferred until the 28th. 

Upon the results of this election hang the 
fate of the army bill, provided the govern- 
ment is not ready to make the concessions de- 
manded by its opponents. It may be that the 
government will be able to make combina- 
tions among the factions in the second elec- 
tion and save its bill, and that the Chancellor, 
who remained neutral through the first élec. 
tion, is now at work bringing the government 
parties together for this purpose. It may be 
also that in this emergency the Emperor is 
longing for the astuteness and influence of 
Prince Bismarck, who was always potent to 
snatch victory out of defeat by dividing the 
factions of the enemy and gathering reetuits 
by cunning political strategy. 

The situation therefore will remain in doubt 
fora few days longer. Meanwhile it is the 
opinion of experienced onlookers that the sec- 
ond campaign will be simplified by a union 
of factions and that even if the government 
does not get a clear majority over all it may 
come so near to it that by slight concesgions 
it may be able to pass its bill. 


THERE WILL BE NO BOYCOTT, 
Bishop Merrill of the Methodist Churdh is 
not playing in accordance with the rules of 
the game. He was opposed to the Suhday 


opening of the Exposition on religious | 


grounds, but he took the question into a court 
of law to be tried according to the rulés of 
law. Having been defeated he will not sub- 
mit gracefully and good-naturedly. The tri- 
bunal to which he appealed having dedided 
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against him, he proposes, because the Chief 


Justice of the United States did not decide a 
law point to suit him, to punish the Fair by 
using what influence he may have to induce 
Methodists to stay away from it. This ig not 
fair. Since he would have stood by the court 
had it been on his side ‘he should stand by it 
though it decided against him. 

Happily the Bishop does not represent the 
Methodist laymen, nor all the ministers. He 
does in church matters, unquestionably, but 
not in World's Fair ones, though he may 
think he does. The people in the pews dé not 
say as much as those in the pulpits, but ‘they 
think quite as much, and in worldly matters 
they act to suit themselves. Very possibly 
they will not go to the Fair Sundays. While 
they may not think it actually wrong they will 
not like the looks of it. But they will go on 
week days though every pulpit should thun- 
der against it. To say that “millions of 
Methodists the world over will cease to patron- 
ize the Fair” is to allow one’s wishes to run 
away with one’s judgment. The Methodists 
will do nothing of the sort, nor will “‘ other 
denominations adopt measures equally tad- 
ical.”” Laymen settle these matters for ** 
selves now. 

If the Bishop is wise he will abandon u gon. 
test in which he was fairly beaten before the 
tribunal of his own choice. But if he feels 


that he mustdo something to show thatthe 


church to which he belongs is opposell to 


what he deems a violation of proper id 
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camp-meeting ground is. paid by the railroad 
company 80 per cent of all fares to the 
ground, the Sunday ones included—in short, 
that the managemen t is making money out of 
Sunday travel. This is the statement of a 
Methodist minister. This matter is one 
which is directly within the Bishop’s jurisdic- 
tion. He has power to hear and determine. 
It might be well to dispose of this case before 
calling on the Methodists to boycott the 
World’s Fair or stating that they will do so. 


OPEN SUNDAY FOR TWENTY-FIVE CENTS. | 


No sooner had the Chief Justice and his as- 
sociates decided that the Fair might be open 
Sundays than Tax Tumors insisted that that 
decision be vitalized, that it be put within the 
power of all to avail themselves of it, by the 
directors setting apart certain Sundays in 
each month as people's days, the price of 
admission to be fixed at 25 cents. One of the 
directors impressed with this idea is quoted 


as saying: 

At the next meeting of the board I shall intro- 
duce a resolution that the price of admission to 
the grounds Sunday be only 25 cents. We must 
bring the Fair within the means of the working- 
men on the days when they can attend. Sunday 
will then be the people’s day? I have looked over 
the grounds today, and I have concluded that we 
are not doing right in charging as much Sunday 
as other days. The Government Building and the 
Naval Department are closed that day, all the 
government exhibits in other buildings are closed, 
the wheels in Machinery Hall are motionless, 
many of the State buildings are closed, and not 
a few of the other exhibits are covered or roped 
in so that they cannot be exam 

As I have estimated it at least one-third of the 
entire Exposition is closed today, so that we are 
giving only a two- show and charging full 
price. No one can plain if we charge half 
_ for a two-thirds show, but I honestly think 
that the woskingmen have a emyrenss against us 
now. 


It is true, as he says, that there is much less 


to see Sunday than on a week day, even 
though there is a hundred times more to be 
seen on the former day than there is time to 
examine. Some interesting exhibits are 
closed on that day. The Government Build- 
ing is shut in accordance with the orders 
of Congress, whose authority to give them in 
that case will not be disputed. Many private 
exhibiters lock up their exhibits, as they have 
aright to do. No one should try to force them 
to be in attendance Sundays. So the directors 
can say with justice that it would be only right 
to cut down Sunday admission one-half, evén 
though it be true that notwithstanding the les- 
sened number of attractions whoever pays 
50 cents togo in Sundays gets his money’s 
worth. 

Or the directors can take the position of 
Tux Taru that it is their duty to popular- 
ize the Fair, to make it possible for every 
man, woman, and child who wants to see it 
to do so, and that the way to do that is to have 
cheap Sunday rates which can be paid with- 
out difficulty or reluctance by the poorest 
male or female wageworker in the city. There 
are thousands of people in Chicago to whom 
the difference between 25 cents and 50 cents is 
the difference between can and cannot go. A 
reduction for their benefit will bring to the 
Exposition’ money it would lose otherwise. 
Nor would those who go on week days now 
and pay hajf a dollar cease going on such 
days and wait for the cheaper ones. They 
would be more likely to go on the 25-cent 
days also, 

It does not matter so much, however, what 


reason the directors assign for low Sunday 


rates. The main thingis that they give the 
chance to the people promptly. The act is of 
more value than the motive, July 2 comes 
Sunday. Why cannot the Fair be opened then 
experimentally for halt the usual price? 


PISTOLS AND THE POLICE. 

Day before yesterday a police officer set out 
to catch a pickpocket. Finding that the lat- 
ter was gaining on him he fired two shots as a 
suggestion that he should halt. The second 
one struck in the head and killed a boy, who, 
hearing the first shot, fan out on the street just 
in time to catch the second. The pickpocket 
escaped. The officer blames the boy for get- 
ting in the way of the bullet. 

This accident, the latest of many of the 
same kind, suggests the inquiry whether the 
police officers are not too reckless in their use 
of deadly weapons. 
their use, and are more likely to miss than to 
hit the person they aim at. That would not 
be such a misfortune, but they often hit some- 
body else who has harmed no one. Not only 
are the police poor shots as a rule, but they 
have not always that coolness and discretion 
which ought to be possessed by those who are 
allowed to handle deadly weapons. 

Is it really for the interests of society that 
officers should be allowed to use their revolv- 
ers to make fugitive pickpockets and similar 
offenders come to a standstill, when the proc- 
ess is likely to result in the death of an inno- 
cent party? Would the capturein this way of 


‘a few thieves who would otherwise escape 


compensate for the killing or wounding of 
third parties? 

Either the police ought to be experts in the 
use of their weapons or they ought to be for- 
bidden to use them except to defend them- 
selves, or when they are in pursuit of a mur- 
derer and want to bring him to a halt. At 
present a man who has never handled a re- 
volver will pull it out and begin blazing away 
in a crowded street in order to induce some 
runaway sneak-thief to heave to. The chances 


are that he will hit some one besides the thief, - 


and that if he does hit the latter he will kill 
not wound him. Neither of the results is 
eminently praiseworthy, Cannot the Super- 
intendent revise the present system? Itis too 
dangerous to be tolerated longer. 


DISHONEST STREET-PAVING. 

The Superintendent of Streets has been 
making an investigation of the paving done 
since May, 1891, and reports that on thirteen 
streets the contractors have scamped their 
work to such an extent as to defraud the city, or 
rather the property-owners, out of about $30,- 
000. Itis alleged that they have used the 
smallest possible amount of material and 
have done poor work. The report is not a 
general one, but goes into details. While the 
specifications called for a layer of four inches 
of crushed granite in the center of one street 
a number of tests show that but one inch of 
that more expensive stone was used, The ex- 
aminations made in the streets paved with 
cedar blocks show that the foundation was 
usually imperfect. 

There is nothing startling in these state- 
ments. Every one knows that asa general 
thing paving is not done in this city in strict 
accordance with the specifications. If it were 
pavements would not wear out as rapidly as 
they do, even with all the digging up of the 
streets by different corporations. There never 
has been a time when the personnel of the 
street inspection force has been such as to in- 
spire confidence. Someof the inspectors have 
been ignorant of their duties. Others have 
been anxious to secure the good will of con- 
tractors. Only a few have been intelligent 
and efficient. As a consequence the property- 
owners have paid out enormous sums for 


which they have received no return. Owing 


to the faulty way in which the city managed 
F prices for inferior 
work. 

The Superintendent of Streets is entitled to 
credit for having called attention to the bad 
work of the past, and for his determination to 
make those. contractors who have not done

tion been made in June, 1891, of the paving 
done during the preceding two years much 
faulty work would have been discovered. It 
is not so easy, however, always to avoid those 
errors which others are blamed for commit- 
ting. Will the Superintendent make sure 

that his subordinates are both intelligent eee 
honest, so that when he goes out of office and 
his successor makes tests of 1 
during his administration nothing will be 
found amiss? 

The prices paid for paving here are ample, 
and if the contractors would do the work in 
accordance with specifications it would be of 
good quality and would last long. Were they 
working for private individuals, the inspection 
would be such that in nearly every case they 
would be obliged to live up to their contracts. 
The city could secure equally satisfactory re- 


sulis if it had a competent inspection—if it 


had employés who were not more attentive to 


politics than their business, or were not too 


easily persuaded to keep their eyes shut while 
cheating was going on. 
is able to secure an honest inspection of all 
the street paving work done during the next 
two years he will makea record of which he 
may be proud, and will save property-owners 
an immense amount of money.

IN A MINOR KEY. 


Making It Clear. 

An old man from somewhere beyond the sub- 
urbs stood yesterday on a Forty-seventh street 
corner watching a trolley car moving swiftly 
eastward with a heavy load of passengers.

to spinning, and thus puts in motion a small cog-

or the other. “The instrument therefore meets the 
desideratum so long sought in vain, of sustaining 
the tone without losing any of the qualities al- 
ready acquired for the pianoforte. The en 
pianoforte part of the program and con 
able of the supplementary part was de 


to illustrating the effects possible -to this instru- 


ment. It is much better than the combined harmo- 
nium and piano, because the tones are necessarily 
in tune with each other, being obtained from the 
same strings by means of different hammers, and 
the quality also blends better than that of reeds 
and strings. The numbers played for illustrating 
the possibilities of the instrument were those of 
a march of Tschaikowski, certain studies of 
Chopin, ete. Later the overture to Tannhäuser 
was played in part. Mr. Hlavac had also a har- 
monium of his own improvement, which, besides 
all the celebrated Alexandre peculiarities, had 
also sustaining attachments and other devices 
for increasing the powers of the player. On this 
instrument his best number was the overture to 
“William Tell,” which was done very cleverly. 

The flute voicing of the reeds in this number 
also came out very creditably. As for Mr. Hlavac 
himself, he is an artist, a sound musician, 
and a clever man. All his program he did 
from memory, and his supplementary program 
was done inthe same manner. He is evidently 
one of those artists who have large excerpts from 
modern musical literature at their fingers’ end. 


Miss Hlayac is still young, searcely eighteen, 


with a very large contralto voice, which, however, 
she does not use altogether in an artistic manuer. 
Her songs were mostly Russian, and as the words 


and music were alike unfamiliar there was no- 


opportunity to compare her interpretations with 
those of other artists. has great talent, and

At 8 p. m. in Recital Hall there was the 
first of a series of concerts somewhat 2 
ly labeled “ American Artists’ Series, free to 
the public.

The object of this concert, the 
artist of which was not a Paderewski, was to 
illustrate the standard of piano playing reached 
‘in the smaller cities by players not yet having 
acquired national reputation. Taken in this 
light it was not an uninteresting recital. The 
lady has made good studies and plays creditably, 
if not yet with the convincing quality proper to 
the artist. Her best work was in the first part of 
the Schumann number and the last piece of her 
program. She is a clever pianist. There were 
also two vocal numbe one being Schubert's 
“Trout,” the otherja song of Mrs. Lippa. They 


were sung by Miss Electa Gifford, a talent- 


ed and promising soprano, who shows 6x- 
cellent training and good natural talent. The 
composition of Mrs. Lippa Would have to 
be heard again before judging finally. It 
was a little fantastic in style. Recital Hall was 
well filled at this concert, a circumstance ex- 
plainable by the scarcity of seats in other parts 
of the grounds, or by the love of music, or by the 
desire to get whatever there might chance to be 
available without extra fee.

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TKING CREW IN J 
BARELY IN TIME FOR 
THEIR OFFIOIAL RECEPTION. 


Arrested in Brooklyn for Resenting an At- 


tack by Roughs and Insulted and Hu- 


miliated in Nearly Every Form the Po- 
lice Officials Could Devise—Statement 
of Capt. Andersen, One of the Victims— 
Big Tunnel Scheme Gets Its First Pub- 
lic Hearing. 

Num York, June 19.—[{Special.]—The flag 
of Norway floated over the city hall this 
morning in honor of Capt. Magnus Andersen 
and the bold mariners of the Viking ship. 
Mayor Gilroy and a committee of distin- 
guished citizens gave them an official welcome 
at 11 o’clock. The guests were released from 
the custody of the Brooklyn police just in 
time to keep their appointment. They had 
been to a reception given to them by the 
Norwegian societies last night at Prospect 
Hall, The reception broke up about 8 
o’clock this morning, and the Viking’s men 
started to walk to Hamilton Ferry on the way 
Capt. Andersen thus relates 
their experience: 

My attention was called to an altercation be- 
tween the crew and a crowd of roughs. Tuer 
one of the crowd run up and strike one of the 
crew on the back of the head. I ran across the 
street and gave chase to the fellow, followed 
by my crew, He got away, and 
before I knew what had happened two 
policonen came up and arrested me. One of 
hem used his club on me. We were bundled 
into a patrol wagon and taken to a station house. 
We were locked up three in a cell. Our friends 
got bail for us but it was refused. None of us 

addrank gnything since midnight, and at the 
banquet nothing but claret,so you can judge 
whether we were intoxicated. 

The roughs who caused the trouble were 
permitted to escape. It was 7 o'clock this 
morning when the prisoners were bundled 
into a — wrgon and taken to court. 
Justice Tighe refused to call the case imme- 
diutely, and according to their stories repeat- 
edly insulted them. o finally released them 
on bail to appear next Monday.

LITTLE ACTIVITY IN WALL STREET. 


Bears Make Sporadic Spurts, but Few Oth- 
ers Touch the Market. 


New Yorx, June 19.— [Special.] — There 
have been dull times in Wall street, but it 
would be hard to find in other years a period 
of inactivity corresponding in duration and 
degree to that now existing. Only profession- 
al traders are having anything to do with and 
few of them are manifesting any interest in 
the stock market’s course. The bear oper- 
ators seem to be mostly active, if the sporadic 
attempts they make at raiding quotations can 
be so defined. The strength with which quo- 
tations were maintained, however, shows how 
little the bear clique is doing, for with an ab- 
sence of buying, with money rates at 20 per 
cent, there was every encouragement. for 
them to knock prices down. 

Liquidation is still being traced in many 
quarters and the steadiness with which prices 
are maintained in the face of this con- 
tinued letting go of stocks is one of the most 
encouraging features of the situation. The 
indisposition of the bears to go short of stock 
at present prices may be explained by the 
fact that the low rate of exchange now ruling 
makes the importation of gold a real possi- 
bility. Exchange today went down more 
than a cent below Saturday’s quotations, and 
the actual demand rate is now a full cent be- 
low the nominal gold importing point. 

Foreign bankers, however, are not inclined 
to view gold exports as likely. They say that 
the present quotations are abnormal, and that 
the situation of affairs abroad forbids under 
present circumstances the shipment of gold 
to this country. 

Today's fluctuations were altogether with- 
out significance. There was a break of over a 
point in Missouri Pacific, but there was noth- 
ing special to account for this. The advance 
in money rates to 25 per cent led to attacks 
on certain of the industrials. General Elec- 
tric, Chicago gas, and sugar were especially 
pressed for sale. But the easing up in the 
money rate during the last hour put an end 
to this and prices closed at about the opening.

The fact that American grain is now find- 
ing foreign markets is given as the reason for the 
cessation of gold exports, and the fact that the 
West is receiving large’ quantities ef money from 
the East accounts, in a large measure, for the build- 
ing up of the Treasury gold, as gold is being de- 

ited here in exchange for currency delivered 
by the government at Western points.

BORDEN CASE ARGUED 


gor. ROBINSON DEMANDS THAT IIZ. 
STE BE AOQUITTED. 


— 


The Weakness of the Government’s Case 
©learly Presented to the Jury by the 
Senior Counsel for the Defense=District- 
Attorney Knowlton Begins His Argu- 
ment, Making It Plain That He Will Be 
Grieved if a Verdict of Gnilty Is Not 
Returned=The End Not Yet. 

New Beprorp, Mass., June 19.—[Special. ] 
—This has been a day of disappointment both 
in and out of the court-house. The argument 
of Gov. Robinson, from which much was ex- 
pected, fell far short of the anticipation in 
both matter and manner. That was disap- 
pointment number one. 

Sd much of Mr. Knowlton’s argument as 
was in at 5 o'clock far exceeded in matter 
and manner and logie the anticipation. That 
was disappointment No. 2. 

Instead of concluding so that the Judges 
could charge the jury the first thing in the 
morning and the verdict reached early in the 
afternoon, Mr. Knowlton had made so little 
progress as to render a late session an intol- 
erable burden in this day of excessive heat, so 
an adjournment was taken at 5 o’clock until 
tom@rrow morning at 9, when he will proceed 
and eccupy the entire morning. 

This has been a peculiar day in many re- 
specits. It was known that quite a number of 
New: Yorkers, Bostonians, and Philadelphians 
were to be in court today to listen to the argu- 
ments, and the steamer Puritan had among 
its passengers from New York Sunday night 
several of these expectant guests as well 
as af urge number of Masons who 
are to participate in the festivities 
this week. Some of those who arrived 
were ex-District-Attorney Winslow of Brook- 
lyn, Counselors Stearns and Butler of Boston, 
William Leiter of Chicago, and all the local 
bar. Great as the crowd has been heretofore 
that of today far exceeded them all, hundreds 
standing for hours outside in the vain hope of 
making their way to the court-room, where 
every available inch of space was utilized, the 
literal pressure, fighting, pushing, howling, 
and disregard for comfort and rights being 
something unprécedented in this or any other 
well reg ted court-house. 

The actors in the scene „ early upon 
the stage, so that when in his most majestic 
tones Sheriff Wright announeed the court 
„the three Judges ’’ bowed to a reciprocating 
assemblage of heroic proportions, every one 
in his bib and tucker, with flowers and feathers 


.galore. 


All talk of quarrels among the jurors is 
baseless. 

The prisoner seemed brighter and cheery 
in spite of her dignified reserve as she was 
taken to the dock, the privilege of sitting 
withim the bar by the side of her counsel be- 
ing no longer deemed a@ necessity. Within 
the bar sat several women and one bit of mas- 
culins femininity with short hair and adefiant 
manner, said to be a counselor of the law all 
the way from Washington, D. C. Miss Emma 
Borden and Uncle Morse sat near the coun- 
sel and immediately in front of the 
rail of the dock, where at a 
secoml’s notice they could give personal at- 
tention in case Miss Lizzie should faint, col- 
lapse, break down, or do any of the hysterical 
acts freely predicted of her by sensational cor- 
respondents, who ought to know better and 
probably do. 

Gov. Robinson invariably spoke to the jury, 
while, Mr. Knowlton later on always spoke to 
the foreman or to some individual member of 
the panel. Gov. Robinson aspires to no ora- 
torical excellence or rhetorical finish. His 
tone is confidential, hig matter narration. 


Gov. Robinson Earnest. 


He began in a low, earnest tone of voice, 
telling the story of what he termed one of 
the most dastardly and diabolical crimes 
known to the history of Massachusetts, and, 
having in a few concrete sentences told: the 
story, answered his own question, Who did 
it?“ by insisting that it must have been a 
mania, an abnormal production of the Deity, 
a maniac frenzied beyond the possession of 
reason, or else a devil, His insistence that 
the blews were given by a hand practiced in 
the use of weapons was made obviously to 
counteract the assertioz that the unéven blows 
were dpalt by a nervelets hand, and by one. 
too, who struck and struck after the neces- 
sity for violence was ended. He made a strong 
point by not only admitting, but arguing in 
favor of the necessity of a most rigid investi- 
gation, which led to a well directed series of 
sarcasms at the expense of the Fall River po- 
lice, the first intimation by the way of au at- 
tempt to depart from the simple beaten tracks 
of ordinary narrative, and then marked the 
contrast between the value of. direct and cir- 
cumstantial evidence. He insisted’ that the 
Commonwealth was bound by the opening as- 
sertions of District-Attorney Moody and that 
he had lamentably failed as a representative 
of the Commonwealth in numerous instances, 
one of which was the assertion that Lizzie 
Borden was preparing a dangerous weapon 
the day before the murder, carrying the war 
into Africa alse by a neat ridiculing analysis 
of the prussic acid business. 

Having to the best of his dbility disposed of 
the débris. as it were, in the front yard, he 
went into the house and told the story of the 
murder, prefacing it with a record of Mr. 
Borden's day, as agreed upon, and also that 
of Mrs. Borden, so far as it is known, admit- 
ting that while Mrs. Borden probably died be- 
tween a quarter past 10, Mr. Borden was 
doubtless killed between five minutes of 11 
and t#n minutes after. This he 
claimed to a 
so far ag the defendant was concerned, unless 
she had a confederate, and there is no evidence 
connecting an accomplice with the case. As 
to the opportunity, he admitted that Lizzie 
was in the house in the morning, and justified 
her being there on common sense ground. 

Then Game the note. I was surprised until 
later, when I heard Mr. Knowlton reply, that 
Gov. Robinson should dwell so long and care- 
fully upen the matter of the note, there being 
absolutely no testimony save that of hearsay 
concernmg it. Yet at great length he dis- 
cussed its reception and possible fate; and in- 
sisted that Mrs, Churchill learned from 
Bridget Sullivan as well as from Lizzie Bor- 
den that Mrs. Borden had received a note 
from a siek friend and had gone to attend to 
her, the fact being that, as Mr. Knowlton very 
cleverly put it, all Bridget knew of the note 
was what Miss Lizzie had told her. 


Weak Point Emphasized, 


I think he rather emphasized the weakness 
of his point when he said that there may be 
people in this country who don’t know of this 
trial, and some one of them may have written 
this note. It is evident that if there was any 


note received by. Mrs. Borden it came 
from some friend, and if in re- 
sponse to the note she visited that 


friend, it is entirely unreasonable to presume 
that such an individual would remain quiet 


when the simple assertion that she wrote the 


note would relieve the daughter of her friend, 
presumably her friend as well, from this, 
which the prosecution evidently considers one 
of its material weapons against the accused. 

As for the barn ep e, the Governor made 
a happy use of the extraordinary contradic- 
tions of the government. He ridiculed the 
idea that because Lizzie’s hands were white 
and not covered with dust and rust from 
the barm it was proof positive that 
had not been in the barn. 
While not in the remotest degree intimating 
or allowing the inference that Bridget Sulli- 
van knew anything about the murder, the 
Governor made an - admirable point by show- 


ing that ‘if Lizzie Borden had said what 
Bridget had said about her unwillingness to

RAVENSWOOD SALOON QUESTION. 


Council Committee Unable to Grant the 
Licenses Asked For, 

The Council Judiciary committee at its 
meeting yesterday placed on file the order of 
Ald. Lutter. providing for the licensing of 
saloons in the district bounded by Byron 
street, Graceland avenue, Clark street, and 
Lincoln avenue. The statutes were brought 
out to show that for the repeal of the pro- 
hibitory law the people of the entire Ravens- 
wood district, of which the first named dis- 
trict-isa part, would have to present a peti- 
tion signed by one-fourth of the voters asking 
that thelaw be repealed and that the question 
of repeal would then have ‘to be referred to 
the people at a regular election. The petition 
presented was signed only by the property- 
owners in the district which it was wished to 
relieve and the order was therefore placed on 
file. The Rev. J. P. Brushngham, R. J. Ben- 
nett, P. W. Ray, D. J. Murphy, Edgar Gallo- 
way, and H. H. Anderson were present with a

Board of Trade Markets Unsettled=Wheat 


for July Delivery Relatively Weak — 
Holders Inclined to Sell While Septem- 
ber Was in Good Demanil—The Close 
Money Market a Factor . Corn Rules 
‘Firm on the Foreign Dromght News- 
Provisions Dull and Nearly Steady. 


General conditions are not much changed. In 
commercial affairs there is little H any improve- 
ment to be noted. About the only really bright 
spot in the outlook is our nearness to a gold im- 
porting period. Sterling rates ain declined 
yesterday, and we are now but a little way above 
a point where gold imports can) profitably be 
made. Ifthe government were tp carry out a 
suggestion which has been made by a Chicago 
banker gold might be imported with sterling 
rates as they are at present. That suggestion is 
for gold importers to order shipments consigned 
directly to the United States Treasury, and on 
the turning over of such consignments to the 
steamship companies for the American Consul to 
notify the Treasury of the amount of the ship- 
ment. The Secretary of the Treastry could then 
allow the importer to draw silver notes against 
the gold shipment in transit. This would enable 
the shipper to leave out of his calc&lations inter- 
est on the gold in transit, which would make it 
possible for him to import at the pftesent time. It 
would tend to replenish the goveriment’s stock 
of gold also and at the same time would get into 
circulation an increased amount wf silver cur- 
rency. This would be something of the same sort 
of thing that the Bank of France has done for two 
years. At various times the Bank @f France has 
allowed shippers to draw against them immedi- 
ately on notification by the French Consul that 
shipments had been made and the shippers were 
thus able to avoid loss of interest en the gold in 
transit. 

The money market shows no change. The de- 
mand of the Western banks for money hardly 
seemed so keen here yesterday, buf in New York 
the demand was resumed yesterday on as heavy 
a scale as ruled last week. It was ostimated that 
over $1,000,000 of currency would be sent West 
by New York bankers yesterday. That included 
$415,000 small notes withdrawn from the Sub- 
treasury. New York bankers have begun issuing 
clearing-house certificates under the resolution 
adopted last week, but no official statement of 
the resolution adopted has - been given out. 

Everything is heavy at t Stock Exchange. 
Trading was dull and there eae an. absence of 
the small investment buying which has charac- 
terized the market for some time. uotations 
showed a decidedly heavy tendency, est Side 
stock was weak at the opening and grew weaker

From a difference of about 4%c 
last week the July declined to a discount 
of 4%c under September. The belief was gen- 
eral that the bankers are inclined to 
call in some of their loans on wheat 
instead of extending them, and there was scat- 
tered selling ot long July all day, this constitut- 
ing the weakest factorin the trade. There was 
other bearish news, however, of the routine or- 
der. The Indian wheat shipments were small for 
the week, but the actual amount on ocean passage 
showed an increase. All outside domestic mar- 
kets were lower, the greatest weakness being in 
the Northwest. The receipts here and elsewhere 
increased materially and disappointed those who 
Delieved most of the reserves of old wheat out of 
the way. There was further ta k regarding the 
promising harvest returns in the extreme South- 
west, and the lowa bulletin indicated a probable 
yield nearly as large as last year.
